Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Proposed claim amendments were presented by Applicant as 
indicated in "Claims discussed" above. Applicant discussed how the proposed amendments differentiated their claimed 
invention from that of the prior art (Schenk et al. and Srivastava). The Examiners agreed that the proposed claim 
amendments would overcome the Srivastava reference; the proposed claim amendments and arguments regarding 
the Schenk reference were taken under advisement.. Applicant also elaborated their stance on how the claims of the 
current application differ from those of co-pending applications 10/481,642 and 1 1/073,526, for which there are 
provisional nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejections of record over several of the pending claims.
